Kohn Motion 
To Dismiss 
Is Studied 

Criminal District Court Judge 
Edward A. Haggerty Jr. took 
under advisement today argu- 
ments by the state and an at- 
torney for Aaron M. Kohn, exec- 
utive director of the Metropol- 
itan Crime Commission on a mo- 
tion seeking to dismiss an in- 
timidation indictment against 
Kohn. 

Judge Haggerty said he will 
rule Tuesday on the matter. 

Kohn was indicted by the Or- 
leans Parish grand jury on the 
intimidation count* charging 
that Kohn questioned the mo- 
tives of City Councilman Eddie 
Sapir in a hearing on a contro- 
versial bingo ordinance, link- 
ing Sapir to rackets figure Car- 
los Marcello of Jefferson Par- 
ish. 

Attorney Milton E. Brener 
filed a motion to dismiss the 
indictment and a supplemental 
motion to dismiss in which he 
contends that the language in 
the indictment contains no 
“threats whatever.” Brener con- 
tends that presence of “threats” 
is an integral part of the public! 
intimidation statue.
